The people of the State of Wisconsin, represenfed in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

South east quarter of said section, town and range, the
sum of one hundred and ninety-eight and 65-100 dol-
lars ; to Karl Kichhafer for purchase money, interest
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and damages on the north-west quarter of the north-west
a:mrter of section seventeen, town and range aforesaid:

No. 16 (8.) Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concur-
ring, That the Secretary of State is hereby authorized
to direct the State Treasurer to pay the several sums of
money appropriated by an act of this Legislature, enti-
tled “ An act to appropriate to Wolfgang Rublee and
others the sums therein nameé,” the persons named in
said act out of the school fund instead of the general
fund, as is contemplated by said act, except six hundred -
dollars ; which six hundred dollars the State Treasurer
is anthorized to loan from the school fund, to be paid
back to said fund as soon as money in the general fund
comes into the Treasury.
